It is a three-story brick in a block, 
with a pair of stone steps and an iron 
railing reaching to the front door over 
:he basement. In its wall has been 
Minken a marble slab on which is printed 
the words: 

A. LINCOI.N 
Died In This House 
^js-ll IX I set. 

The house is now owned by afiermnr 
editor named I»uis Schade, who hai his 
printing office, I think, in the basement. 
At Die time of the assassination this 
house was known as the Petersen House. 
It was occupied bv a very respect able 
family of that name. They were good, 
sensible people, not very well-to-do, who 
owned a largo house and made some- 
thing bv reuting rooms to strangers. 
John Matthews, a comedian, who was a 
great friend ol John Wilkes Booth, had 
rooms in this house, and his room was 
the one in which President Lincoln 
died. A few nights before the assassi- 
nation John Wilkes Booth occupied 
Matthews' room, and it is a curious fact 
that he blept in the same bed upon 
which the man whom he afterwards 
murdered breathed his last breath. It 
was said by some that Andy Johnson 
waa sworn in hero at this house. This 
mav be so, but it is generallv believe 1 
that he was sworn in at the Kirkwood 
House. 

The room in which the President died 
was a long, narrow one in the center of 
tho building, with few windows, if any, 
and with paper made of great stripes. 
Mrs. Lincoln was not at his bedside 
when he passed away, and the pictures 
generally given do not represent the 
true scene of the death-bed. — Qarp, i«
